Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed July 3, 2003 appear to be formal and are acceptable.

Preliminary Amendment 

3. The information disclosure statement filed July 3, 2003 has been entered and considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed electromagnetic wave absorber including, inter alia, a 
porous substrate having a large number of pores piercing the porous substrate, an absorbent film having a mixture of 
an electromagnetic wave absorbing filler formed on circumferential surfaces of the pores and an electromagnetic 
wave absorbing high-molecular material, operatively interconnected as claimed wherein the pores are not blocked 
with said absorbent film so that the pores are permeable to gas. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue 
fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
